The operators claim that the
coal trade is dull; that the miners say
their sales were never larger than at
present and that they will not submit
to reduction.

THE CHIUAGO SWITCHMEN STAND OUT.

& Alton were called together at noon
yesterday by the managers and offered
snadvance of wages on the basis pald
by the Northwestern.

All of the awitchmen employed in
this ity excspt the Chicago & Alton
struck at 1 o'ciock yesterday. As no
provision has yat been made for filling
their places, railroad busines: is prac-
tically suspended. At the Union
stook ysrds business is entirely at a
standstill.
